(T. B, Windross) ee 

In replying to the objections., of, 
the Liberals to the Provincial Lands 
Bill, Premier J. E. Brownlee painted 
a glowing picture of the gains he 
province would make from the. pass- 
age .of the bill. He declared the 
money to be received for 
lands, even at $1.00 an acre, would 
provide a sinking fund that would 
solve all ‘the. province’s financial 
problems. 

“If we so desire, we have the op- 
portunity, through our unalienated 
resources, of finding a complete. an- 
swer to financial problems. By sell- 
ing a portion of our land acres, even 
at $1.00 an acre, we can build up a 
sinking fund such as ig possible to 
no other province in the Dominion.” 
These are the words of the Premier. 


Mr. Brownlee pictured Alberta as 
the envy of the other eight provinces 
in its ability through the: sale of 
lands to get out of all its difficulties 
of a financial’ nature. According to 
the ministerial view of the effect of 
the new measure, Aberta is to become 
“a land flowing with milk and hon- 
ey,” through the sale and limited set- 
tlement of its vacant lands.

It means to shut 
out from the province all settlement 
from the other’ eight provinces 
through homesteading. If the inten- 
tion of the government was to close 
the homestead ‘against foreign set- 
tlers, there would not be the same ob- 
jection, but to close these lands and 
opportunities against Canadians who 
have not lived in Alberta five years 
the opposition considers to be an act 
of narrow provincialism and selfish 
discrimination. 

The Liberal resolution declared 
“that any person born in Canada, or 
any bona fide resident of Canada, and 
any member of the famiy of said per- 
son having attained the age of 17 
years, shall be entitled to obtain en- 
try for homestead.” 

H. J. Montgomery, of Wetaskiwin, 
declared there was too much ieft to 
the government to deal with by reg- 
ulation rather than by legislative 
provision in the ‘bill.

WASTEFUL METHODS 
COSTLY TO ALBERTA 
WEBSTER DECLARES 

Edmonton, Feb. 23.—Charges that 
the government was wasteful and ex- 
travagant and that current estimates 
did not tell the full story of methods 
adopted in previncial financing were 
made by George H. Webster, Liberal 
leader, in a caustic reply to Hon. R. 
G. Reid’s budget speech in cpening 
the budget debate in the house Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The government, Mr. Webster de- 
clared, had paid no attention to :,3- 
timates, passed by legislature, but 
issued special warrants for all pur- 
poses. This form of financing, he 
pointed out, was intended only as an 
emergency measure, yet $4,262,415.43 
had been issued in this way since last 
‘session. 

This amount, if added to the esti- 
mates for the year, would have 
Properly shown expenditures as 
totalling more than $20,000,000, in- 
stead of $16,254,177.76, authorized by 
legislature. 

“It is little wonder,” he added, 
“that the provincial treasurer in- 
forms us there will be a deficit on 
the present year’s operations. No 
doubt the same practice of issuing 
special warrants will prevail in the 
coming year, so that the $17,684,798 
which we are being asked to pass 
will be increased. 

Included in warrants recently 
issued, he noted, were $1,300 for the 
Greenfield office in London; $5,000 
for the encouragement of the poul- 
try industry; $875,000 for schools; 
and $100,000 for the Alberta Live- 


stock Development board. An ad- 
ditional $60,000 for this board was 
included in the estimates, he 


pointed out, and asked why the 
whole $160,000 should not have ap- 
peared as an estimated expenditure,

WILL SPEND MORE 
ON ROAD UPKEEP 


Edmonton, Feb. 21.—One million 
five hundred thousand dollars will be 
spent on maintenance of Alberta 
main highways in the fiscal year 
1931-32, according to estimmtes of 
the pwblic works department tabled 
in the legislature Friday afternoon. 
This figure compares with $960,000 
as the expenditure in the present fis- 
cal year and $581,811.22 actually spent

The death of Mr. Olaus Molstad, 
postmaster, a man highly respected’ 
by all who knew him, occurred on 
Thursday, February 12th. He was 
born in Nannestad, Norway, Nov. 11, 
1864. When a young man, he emi- 
grated to America, and in 1896. was 
married to Miss Solyeig Owren. In 
1922, they came to Wetaskiwin, later 
taking a homestead four miles north 
‘of Bawilf, where Mr. Molstad estab- 
lished a store and was appointed 
Post Master of the little country of- 
fice named “Molstad” in his honor. 
In 1926, the office was moved to the 
new town of Bawlf and he remained 
in charge until lately—Canadian.

The annual “Frances Willard meet- 
ing” of the local W.C.T.U. was held 
Wednesday evening, Feb. 11th, in the 
United Church, the president, Mrs. 
Mellett in the chair. The opening 
prayer was offered by Rev. Ewing. 

Mrs. P. J. Rowe, Supt of peace and 
arbitration in this department of the 
organization, gave a carefully thougnt 
out address on the subject. The ex- 
pressed thought of great minds on 
the possibility and increased horror 
of another war were given. 

The speaker compared the world 
at present to a,great neighborhood, 
and by an array of facts and illustra- 
tions, portrayed the aptness of the 
likeness. Our interdependence was 
most clearly and in some instances 
very touchingly brought home. 

Fifty or sixty years ago a world 
convention was almost unheard of. 
In 1928 there were more than 365. 
Those in which the W.C.T.U: is most 
interested at present are the World 
Federation of Educational Association 
which deals chiefly with education for 
peace, and the world’s W.C.T.U., 
which will meet in Toronto in June. 

While the .world has travelled far 
by The League of Nations and peace 
pacts have, renounced war on paper, 
the war camp of the world is much 
better equipped than in 1913. Nearly 
all the Great Powers have increased 
their armaments by land, sea and air, 
until the cost is now away over $4,- 
000,000,009 annually. 

The armament business, like the 
liquor interests, is well managed and 
powerfully bonused. In its commer- 
cial value lies its chief strength. 
Nations produce and sell munitions, 
which in turn have been used for the 
destruction of their own countrymen. 
The other greatest enemy to interna- 
tional peace is nationalism, where 
our thoughts and interests are some- 
times so circumscribed by a narrow 
loyalty which we mistake for the 
broad Christian view of international 
goodwill and world peace. 

Much store is being set by the 
World Disarmament Conference, 
which will convene probably in Gen- 
eva in February, 1932. But this dis- 
trust and fear and hate among the 
nations, which is a builder of arma- 
ments, must be dispersed before 
much effective work can be done. 

The speaker did not think our boys 
were being brought up to think in 
terms of peace in the cadet move- 
ment, where they are being taught 
military tactics by military men at 
the expense of the Militia Department 
of Canada. 

Practical suggestions for educating 
public opinion were given. We may 
become ‘associate members in the 
League of Nations Society by paying 
the fee of $1.00, which includes a 
year’s subscription to “Independ- 
ence,” the official paper of the Learue 
of Nations Society in Canada. Ideas 
for the observance of Good Will Day, 
Armistice Day and the Christmas sea- 
son, and in all young people’s org- 
anizations and programs where world 
peace might be taught by plays, 
songs ard pageants, were given. 

The address was repléte with orig- 
inal thought and practical application 
as illustrated by posters designed by 
Grade VIII. in some of the Edmon- 
ton schools, depicting conditions of 
war, of peace, of industrial interde- 
pendence, of social interdependence 
and world wide goodwill. 

A short address on the home life 
of Frances Willard by Mrs. A. ‘L. 
Elliott, a solo by Mrs. Sharlow, and 
a social hour in the class room, where 
refreshments. were ,served; completed 
a pleasing and instructive program. 
A collection was taken for world- 
wide temperance missions.

The Five-Year Plan 
Russia's Big Dream 


“What is this five-year plan in 
Russia?” To give a comprehensive 
answer would require a complete 
issue of this paper, for, fully to un- 
derstand it, one must also under- 
stand the plans that went befor it, 
why they were discarded and why 
the five-year plan ‘was adopted, 
But it may be possible to give a 
sketch outline which will help our.

Their 
eyes will then be turned on even 
higher peaks. 


TYPHOID FEVER AND HOW 
TO PREVENT IT 


Typhoid fever is caused by ia germ, 
and it cannot be caused in any other 
way, the Social Hygiene Council’s 
Radio ‘College of Health lecturer 
stated in a recent broadcast Over a 
number of Canadian stations. 


“Today I propose to deal with the 
methods by which this disease may 
be prevented, in fact how it could be 
absolutely wiped out, if the general 
public would only co-operate with 
the medical profession for their own 
self-protection,” he said. 

“Our methods of combatting  ty- 
phoid ‘are two, first, to prevent the 
germ from reaching its prospective 
human victims. Second, by a form 
of vaccination called inoculation, to 
teach the victim’s body how to pro- 
tect itself against the disease germs 
if and when they do secure a foothold 
in his system. Let us first consider 
the means at our disposal of prevent- 
ing these germs from getting to us. 
As I mentioned in the last talk cities 
have reduced the urban typhoid rate 
to a point considerably below that 
of rural areas by carefully safeguard- 
ing their water, milk and food sup- 
plies, especially those of milk and 
water. -City milk is usually pasteur- 
ized and city water chlorinated—two 
processes to kill all germ life present 
in these two important fluids. So, to 
deal with city people. First, their 
principal duty in combatting typhoid 
fever is to see to it th2t their city 
bas an alert up-to-date health depart- 
ment and to insist thrt,it be empow- 
ered to;have the water” supply chlor- 
inated and all milk pasteurized. There 
is often a great deal of dissention 
about the pasteurization of milk and 
there are mon ‘untis’ at work in al- 
most every community to block the 
introduction of this important health 
measure. Public health officials are 
agreed that pasteurization of milk is 
a great saver of life and health. It 
does not seem right that selfish in- 
terest should ever succeed in block- 
ing such a necessary move as the 
passing of a pasteurization bylaw. 

“The problem of protection against 
typhoid in rural parts is very seri- 
ous,” the lecturer continued, “indeed 
rural typhoid death rates are many 
times as high as the death rates in 
large; properly-run cities. This is 
so because cities maintaining effi- 
cient public health departments re- 
ceive the care which rural areas de- 
pending upon part time medical of- 
ficers of health cannot hope to have. 
The County Health Unit system 
which is annually saving hundreds of 
lives in Quebec, by substituting for 
the part time officer a full ¢time 
health department in miniature 
should be applied to rural areas all 
over Canada. In the meantime, how- 
ever, farm people should not put 
their trust in home filters for purify- 
ing water. Do not be satisfied that 
you are safe from typhoid if your 
well jwater is clear mnd sparkling 
and tasteless,” the speaker warned. 
“Remember that typhoid germs are 
so small that millions of them could 
remain undetected in perfectly clear 
water.” 

“Keep flies away from food. In- 
sist upon the quarantine laws in 
your district being rigorously  en- 
forced. Do not associate with {tys 
phoid convalescents until the doctor 
has certified them as free from the 
germs. If you will write to the Social 
Hygiene Council we will be very 
glad to tell you how to pasteurize 
your milk.”

Children should be afraid. Fear {s 


thing that should be avoided in the 
training of the child; but «children 
should be afraid of being run over 
by an automobile, they should be 


they should be afraid of deep water 
if they can’t swim, they should be 
afraid of stumbling into a hole in the 
dark, theys;should be afraid of doing 
wrong. It is not, then, that we shoul@ 
teach children not to be afraid. We 
should teach them what to be afral@ 
of. 

When children are born they are 
afraid of nct more than three things. 
They are afraid of loud sounds, thev 
are afraid of being dropped, and it is 
possible that they are afraid of things 


land the unexpected such as a sudden 
change of temperature. 

Every other fear that a six-year 
old or a fourteen-year-old or an adult 
has, he has learned. Children learn 
to be afraid of dogs. They learn to 
be afraid of the dark. They learn to 
be afraid of strange men. They learn 
to be afraid of being afraid. 

How does a child learn 
afraid? 

Examples will dilietiate the way in. 
which children learn to fear things. 


An infant was allowed to play with 
a toy rabbit. He handled the fur with 
evident enjoyment, taking it in his 
hands, rubbing it against his face, 
and smiling. Fhe next time the rab- 
bit was shown him, his sight of the 
rabbit was accompanied by a very 
loud sound made by striking an iron 
bar with a hammer. Then he would 
not touch the rabbit. When it was 
brought close to him he crawled 
away. And when the rabbit followed 


to be 


sudden and unexpected. 
When the infant is stimulated in 
either of these ways, his face will 
krinkle up, his fingers and toes and 
the muscles of his arms and legs will 
become tense, and he may cry. So 
far psychologists have not been able 
to ‘find that children are born with 


a fear of more than these three 
things: loud sounds, loss of support,

If parents were to control carefully 
the things that happened to a child 
it is not unreasonable to suppose that 
they could keep the child from hav- 
ing fears that are disturbing, and that 
they could teach the child those 
fears that lead- him te avoid danger. 
Children’s relations to fear should be 
gu2rded as closely as their relations 
to fire and broken glass.

STRATHCONA FARMER 
MAKES MILK RECORD 


J. W. Hosford, Strathcona, has 
been making some very creditable 
records lately with Holsteins in his 
herd, three-year-olds giving up to 
16,000 pounds of milk in “305 days, 
and mature cows up to 18,000 pounds 
in 365 days. The pest three-year-old 
record was made by “Clary Helbon 
Alcarta,” bred by J. B. Sanborn, Ver- 
Russell, Alix, Alberta. In the 365-day 
sion of the R.O.P. this heifer gave 
16,252 pounds milk containing 646.25 
pounds butter. 

The highest standing cow in the 
mature class was a six-year-old, 
“Altana Daisy Ormsby,” bred by John 
Rpussell, Alix, Alberta. In the 365-day 
division she gave 18,080 pounds milk 
containing 765 pounds butter, her 
test averaging for the year 3.38% fat.
